monstrator’s attorney s rested on the 
declaration that the law was u n­ 
constitu tional. 
At the close of the 
legal battle long briefe were giv en 
the ju dge and he will not giv e any 
decision in the case for sev eral day s 
and possibly not for two weeks. 
At times the argu ment was spirit­ 
ed and the cou rt was obliged to ad­ 
monish the attorney s regarding cer­ 
tain rights and u tterances. Petition­ 
er A. B. Inin filed a v erified motion 
to requ ire 
Attorney 
Titsworth to 
show his au thority for appearing in 
the case. 
The cou rt su stained the 
motion and Titsworth was obliged to 
file his affidav it of au thority to ap­ 
pear for the remonstrators. Mr. Ir­ 
v in said he cou ld not u nderstand how 
the cou nty attorney and adv isor of 
the cou nty commissioners, who gav e 
legal adv ice to that body when they 
had the case u nder 
consideration, 
wou ld now be allowed to appear in 
the case in the circu it cou rt. 
Mr. 
Irv in was v ery 
mu ch 
wrou ght lip 
ov er the circu mstances and threat­ 
ened to bring disbarment proceed­ 
ings against Mr. Titsworth. 
From present indications it looks 
as if we are going to hav e the brick 
streets, ev en if a small coterie of 
men are determined on fighting the 
case to the last ditch. The su pport­ 
ers of the improv ement are among 
the v ery best people in the commu ni­ 
ty and there are none who can su c- 
essfu lly 
and 
consistently 
argu e 
that the improv ement is not needed 
nd that it is not equ itable. 
The 
cou nty commissioners 
made a mis- 
ake in tu rning the proposition down 
after they had, on sev eral occasions, 
and 
recently , granted 
similar 
re­ 
qu ests for ou t townships. 
The contracts for big pike im- 


3rov ements in 
Ru sh cou nty 
were 
awarded u nde^ the same law as the 
brick streets wou ld be constru cted.
